Description: The motorist was overtaking a
bicyclist and the circumstances could not be
specified.

Summary:  In comparison to all crashes, this
crash was more likely to involve young adult
(age 20 to 24), adult (age 25 to 44) and middle
adult (age 45 to 64) bicyclists, take place at
night, and occur on very high-speed (80+ km/h)
roads. Almost 40 percent occurred during
darkness.
 
While the large majority occured at midblock, 15
percent occurred at or near an intersection. 
Twelve percent of bicyclists were on the
shoulder and 3 percent were in a bike lane. Nine
percent were on a curve.  

Sixteen percent of adult bicyclists age 25 and
older and 6 percent of motorists had been
drinking.  

Forty-one percent were hit & run. Injury severity
was worse than the average of all crashes.
